Apollo men ready 
for moon landing 


HOUSTON. — Apollo-15 astronauts 
rocketed intb lunar orbit yesterday, 
ready to make man’s fourth expedi- 
tion to the moon's surface. A crucial 
new rocket-firing technique, requir- 
ing split-second manual control, 
worked perfectly. 

The spacemen, David R. Scott, 
James B. Irwin and Alfred M. Wor- 
den, streaked behind the moon at 
9:57 p.m. Israel time. It was not 
untii 24 minutes later when Apollo- 
15 again came around to the front 
side that the orbit was confirmed 
to mission control 

Earlier, Apollo-15 zeroed in on the 
moon with a brief rocket firing. 
The engine burst marked the end 
of the three-day cruise period from 
earth and the start of a sertes of 
manoeuvres planned to put Scott 
and Irwin down on the moon's sur- 
face at 15 minutes after midnight 
today. 

There they will conduct man's 
fourth and most demanding explora- 
tion of the lunar surface, while 
command ship pilot Al Worden con- 
ducts experiments from orbit.

Redistribution

The fiscal machinery is thus aimed 
not only at shifting purchasing power 
from private pockets to the public 
purse for the general weal, but also ag 
an income redistributing agency.

However, laying in the connec- 
tions with the mains takes time, 
and in the meantime the residents 


of the house are ‘becoming experts | 


at carrying buckets of water from 
a neighbouring house to serve 
elementary needs. :

Terrorist chief 
gets life for 
three murders

GAZA. — The deputy commander 
of the Popular Front for the Libera- 
tlon of Palestine, Fawzi Faraj Nas- 
ser Alwahidi, was sentenced to three 
Ufe sentences with hard labour and 
three, seven and 20-year terms, to 
be served concurrently, by a Mili- 
tary Court here yesterday. Alwahidi 
admitted all the charges against 
him — ranging from murder to 
robbery, 

Alwahidi, who was an active mem- 
ber .of. the. Front.from..mid-1969_to 
last month, was second in command 
to Abu Nimr, the chief of the 
organization in the Gaza Strip who 
was sentenced to seven times life 
in April this year. Alwahidi admit- 
ted having committed three murders, 
including one woman, being a mem- 
ber of the Front, being in the illegal 
possession of arms, robbery and 
assaulting two policemen. 

According to the prosecutor, 
Segen Aharon Levi, Alwahidi was 
in the possession of a Hst of names 
of 40 persons, to be “executed” be- 
cause they worked over the Green 
Line. 

The prosecutor noted the irony in 
a@ man “who had worked in Israel 
for 18 months, murdering three per- 
sons for committing the same 
crime.” ; 

The accused told the Court that 
he*had done what ‘the did in order 
“to Itberate Palestine” but,
